(BY RALPH SMITH.) 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 6.—Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith spoke in the senate 
tonight in answer to the charge by the 
Republicans that the Wilson tariff bill 
of twenty-years ago contributed to the 

} 
panic of '1893. 

Senator Smith showed that the panic 
of that year was due to several causes, 
one of which was the unsettled con- 
ditions growing out of the Baring fail- 
ure, The high 
had prevented imports, thus reducing 
the receipts of the government, while 
excesSive appropriations exhausted the 
treasury resources. At the same time 
the silver purchase law had resulted 


| 


of gold and the plates had already been 
prepared for an issue of government 
bonds when Mr. Cleveland was inaug- 
urated on March 4, 1893. 

The worst of the panic of that year 
was over by September and the Wilson 
tariff bill was not passed until the lat- 
ter part of 1894. 

SENATOR SMITH’S 

Senator Smith said: 

“Many times during this debate sena- 
tors upon the Republican side of the 
chamber have made the claim that the 
passage of this tariff bill will probably 
bring the country to financial distress. 
They have appealed to the history of 
tariff legislation to sustain the claim 
They have sought to show that the re- 
duction of tariff taxes will flood this 
country with foreign products, and they 
have cited the panic during the last 
administration of President Cleveland 
to support their suggestions of hard 
times as the result of tariff reduction. 

“As this bill is to pass substantially 
in its present shape, it is well for the 
public. to understand that the historical 
references made by senators on the 
Republican side are inaccurate, and 
their fears utterly without foundation. 

“Before dealing with the panic from 
which this country suffered during the 
last administration of President Cleve- 
land, let me exll attention to the fact 
that the tariff legislation of 1846 can 
justly -be compared to. the present bill. 
The redtction of the ti iff taxes in 1846 
was followed by unprecedented prosper- 
ity. So that we have a record of sub- 
stantial tariff tax reduction’ accompanied 
with improvement and progress ypon all 
lines of activities. 

“One of the '‘séverest panics from 
which this country ever suffered was 
in 1873- At that time we had a high 
protective tariff with no suggestion of 
its reduction, so that we have had a 
Severe panic under a protective tariff.

“It is true that some of our manu- 
facturing. industries will feel the spur 
of competition where heretofore they 
have been wihout it, but there is no 
reason why they should fail to con- 
tinue in lines of prosperity with 
broader trade, Given no longer the 
privilege of arbitrarily taking the dol- 
lars of their neighbors, they will reach 
still further into the markets of the 
world for the sale of their commodi- 
ties. The great body of consumers will 
feel a lightening of their burdens. A 
wider opportunity will be given for 
individual effort. The average man will 
have a better chance. I do not mean 
that these changes will come istantly. 
They will come gradually, and be more 
and .more perceptible each year for 
several years. 

“We may turn to the future with 
confidence, The wrangling over the 
bill is practically ended, and the busi- 
ness of the country will resume normel 
conditions with the passage of tne} 
bill.”

LOSES LIFE IN WELL 
IN ATTEMPT AT RESCUE 


Minister Goes to Save Friend 
From Well Damp And ls 
Overcome Himself 


CALHOUN, Ga., 


Sept. 6.—Rev. W. A. 
Hall, a well known Baptist minister of 
this section, lost his life this morning 
in a heroic attempt to save the life of 
R. L. Worley, a neighbor, who had be- 
come overcome with gas in an old well 
which he was cleaning out. 


The tragedy occurred on Worley’s 
farm, three miles west of Calhoun. 
Worley was cleaning out a sixty-foot 


well and upon descending found himselé 
being overcome with gas. He quickly 
called to his helpers to pull him out, 
but when within a few feet of the top 
his strength failed and he feil back to 
what appeared certain death. 

Rev. Hall, who lived close by, was 
called to the scene and volunteered to 
make the deScent of the well and get 
the injured man out. He quickly did 
so and fastened the rope around Wor- 
ley, who was unconscious, but when 
the rope was lowered again Mr. Hall 
was himself so overcome with the gas 
that he was unable to fasten it around 
his body. 

None of the other men present would 
venture into the well until a negro well 
digger named Lumas Little arrived on 
the scene., The latter made the descent 
and by means of an extra rope brought 
up the body of the unfortunate victim. 
Examination showed that life was ex- 
tinct. 

Worley sustained a fractured skull 
by his fall and is not expected to re- 
cover. Mr. Hall leaves a wife and one 
child. He is a brother to Mr. J. A. 
Hall, of Decatur, the editor of the De- 
Kalb New Era, and of Mr. Gus Hall, 
of Calhoun.

Two Nations Embroiled 


(Spec'al Cable to The Journal.) 

BERLIN.—Don Pedro Lopez, an Argentine 
sportsman, bas been the unwitting cause of an 
international ‘‘incident’’ which has a decidedly 
humorous aspect, but which threatened to em- 
broil two nations in war. 

Two years ago hé imported some stags from 
Hamburg. These were known as ‘‘The Ger- 
mans,’’) a nickname which caused the trouble. 
One day a stag was released, hunted, and after 
three days’ chase, killed. The news was sent 
in a telegram to the don’s son in the following 
terms: ‘‘German killed and eaten; we sharea 
his body; it was simply delightful.”” Being a 
naturalized German, the telegraphist at the lit- 
tle post office to which this communication was 
taken did fot agree that there was any cause 
for delight. Instead, he confiscated the tele- 

ram, and immediately informed the German 
consul of its contents. The consul made I!- 
quiries, and reported the mutter to the Ger- 
man embassador; the embassador made inquiries 
and reported the matter to the foreign minis- 
ters at Berlin; the foreign minister made in- 
quiries and reported the matter to such good ef- 
fect that there was a threat that diplomatic re- 
lations between Germany and Argentine woula 
be broken off if the whole truth were not dis- 
closed at once. 

Intense excitement was created. In Germany 
and the Argentine feling of repulsion and indig- 
nation grew. Meanwhile, Don Pedro an db 
party, knowing nothing of the national agitation 
they had caused, continued their sport in the re- 
mote forest, and it was only after a fortnight 
had passed that the mighty hunter returned—to 
find himself the victim of much execration ana 
a prompt arrest. of course, the truth was 
quickly brought to sight, but the estimable Don 
Pedro still feels hurt, and the telegraphis is 
even more srongly affected. 


Parliament of Women 


PARIS.—The suggestion made in the Daily 
Mail that the supporters of worfen’s suffrage 
might advance their cause by electing a wo- 
man’s parliament of their own finds an inter- 
esting parallel in actual fact tn the organiza- 
tion of the ‘Women’s Republic of America,” 
which has sent a deputation of ‘‘senators’’ to 
attend a peace conference in Budapest. 

This body, which bas 100,000 members 
throughout the United States, elects women as 
state governors, senators and members of con- 
grese in a way exactly corresponding to the 
political framework of the United States. The 
“congress’’ of the ‘*Wozen’s Republic’ dis- 
cusses bills affecting women’s interests pre- 
cisely as if it possessed legislative powers. 
The head of the deputation now in Paries 
is Dr. Belva Lockwood, a woman lawyer, who 
in 1884 stood as a candidate for the presi 
dency on the nomination of the “Equal Rights 
Party.”* Dr. Lockwood explained today that 
the chief aim of “the ‘“Woman’s Republie”’ 
movement is to organize women all over the 
world into a vast federation against war. 

“I believe tnat the reproduction by the wo- 
men of America of the forms of governmental 
institutions hes hastened the granting of the 
franchise to women,’’ she said. ‘Illinois, which 
admitted women to vote the other day, is the 
tenth state in the union to grant the vote to 
women.’" 

Dr. Lockwood and her supporters strongly 
disapprove of militant methods. They say 
that in Aterica, at apy rate, they have no 
need of them. 


Doom of Gondola

| perfected in Havana through which the 
| sentiments of the colony could be ex- 
pressed and bring together the individu- 
als upon « closer basis of friendship and 
acquaintances. Previously members of 
tthe colony had been seattered among 
|} Cuban clubs and the few foreign organ- 
izations that existed at that time. On 
| October 5 the American club with twen- 
|ty-five charter members was organized. 
The leading social and political organiz- 
ation in the West Indies was made pos- 
| sible b ythe shot that laid low the great 
American statesman who gave liberty 
to Cuba. 

There 


are about 300 members and 
only American citizens can become ac- 
tive ones. _This rule has been rigidly 
enforced and adhered to since its organ- 
ization. The members are classed as 
honorary, active, associate, non-resident 
and temporary. The honorary members, 
five in number, are the president of the 
| republic, the American minister to Cuba, 
|the United States consul general, the 
elvil governor of the province of Ha- 
vana and the alcalde of Havana.

For This Year 


For Fourth Time Travers Wins 
Highest Honor in Golf—De- 
feated John G, Anderson for 
Title 


GARDEN CITY. N. Y¥., Sept. 6.—Je- 
rome D. Travers, tne national amateur 


golf champion, today for the fourth 
time won the highest golfing honor at- 
tainable in this country, the title of 
champion of the United States Golf as- 


sociation, and the Havemayer cup, em- 
blematic of the championship. His op- 
ponent in the final match of thirty- 
s'x holes over the Garden City club's 
course was John G. Anderson, of Brae 
jurn, Mass., erstwhile amateur cham- 
pion of the Bay State, and the only 
New England golfer who has succeeded 
in reaching the final stage of a na- 
tional championship tournament during 
the last fifteen years. 

When the first half of today’s match 
had been played the men were “all 
even,”’ but on the second round Travers 
showed his superiority and won han- 
dily by 5 up and 4 to play. During 
the earlier round Travers was faulty 
on several occasions, particularly when 
negotiating the last three holes of the 
outward journey. After being one down 
at the first hole Travers settled down 
and when the sixth green had been pass- 
ed the national champion had a lead of

2 up. 
Up to that Travers had made few 
mistakes, but starting out from the 


Seventh tee he almost duplicated his 
poor work of the day previous in his 
match with WHerreshoff on the same 
hole. 

He slived his drive here and “again 
on the next tee, losing two holes in suc- 
cession, while Anderson was right on 
the line in his play through the fair 
way and squared the match. 

From then on until they had. played 
the fifteenth Anderson was the leader. 
On the next hole, however, Travers made 
the match all even and getting back 
a bit of his form was never down dur- 
ing the remainder of the round ahd was 
always up in the afternoon play. 

Anderson played a strong, steady 
game at all stages. Travers was spas- 
modically brilliant and his success can 
be attributed simply to the fact that 
he is resourceful. 

The defeated Bostonian made many 
friends during the week's play. His 
defeat of Evans yesterday stamped him 
as a fit opponent for the champion. In 
every department of the game today 
he displayed a thorough knowledge of 
the intricacies of golf and an earnest- 
ness that won admiration. Anderson 
took his defeat with the grace of a 
thorough sportsman. 

An immense “gallery” numbering over 
5,000 followed the match during the aft- 
ernoon. While the throng was un- 
wieldly at times it was handled well 
by the officials and neither player had 
any complaint of crowding or interfer- 
ence.

A Victory for Bird Protection. 


It is a matter of keen satisfaction to everyone 
who realizes the importance of protecting bird life 
that the Senate Democratic caucus has restored to 
the tariff bill a clause prohibiting the importation of 
feathers and plumage from certain valuable species 
of wild birds. Yhis means that the United States 
will set the world a timely and wholesome example 
which other nations will doubtless follow and which 
will go far toward putting an end to a costly and 
cruel traffic, 

The tariff bill, as originally passed by the House, 
contained a provision that virtually closed American 
ports to shipments of feathers and plumage intended 
for commercial uses. This clause was inserted large- 
ly through the influence of Audubon societies and 
conservationists and it won the ready assent of 
thoughtful Congressmen, irrespective of party align- 
ments. there developed 
rather a remarkable opposition to the bird protection 
clause so that its passage seemed for a while ex- 
tremely doubtful. But the friends of the provision 
rallied to its support and brought to bear so strong 
a pressure of logic and public sentiment that the

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Congress Should Kill 
The Clarke Amendment 
it is a matter of vital importance to the country 
at large, and particularly to the South and the South- 
ern farmer, that the proposed tariff amendment, 
taxing all cotton sold for future delivery, be de- 
feated. To the merchant and the manufacturer of 
cotton, such a tax would be flagrantly unjust but, to 
the cotton producer, it would be little short of dis- 
astrous. It would narrow his market, cut down his 
profits and wring from his labor a harder tribute 
than the trusts or the Aldrich tariff ever dared im- 
pose. 

This ill-advised ance really outrageous scheme was 
interpolated in the Democratic tariff bill through an 
amendment offred by Senator Clarke, of Arkansas. 
It bad no place in the measure originally passed by 
the House and its purpose is utterly foreign to that 
of tariff reform. It proposes a federal tax of one- 
tenth of one cent a pound on contracts for future 
delivery of cotton. That would mean a tax of fifty 
cents a bale on all cotton traded at the exchanges. 
True this levy aprlies ostensibly to cotton futures 
alone, but it is a fact universally known that the 
cotton business cannot be carried on unless the mer- 
chant has some means of protecting himself against 
the continual and often violent fluctuations of the 
cotton market. 

A cotton firm in Georgia, for instance, may sell 
to American or European spinners cotton to the 
amocnt of a hundred thousand bales, subject to de- 
livery through the year in monthly allotments, suited 
to the purchasers’ demands. Fluctuations in the 
price of cotton are greater than in that of any other 
commodity. Obviously, no dealer could afford *o 
make a contract involving so large an amount of 
money and exposed to the endless uncertainties of 
the cotton market without some assurance against 
ruinous losses. This necessary safeguard is now pro- 
vided in the cotton exchange through which mer- 
chants can buy contracts against their sales with a 
sufficient margin established between the two to fix 
a definite profit on their transactions. 

It is, therefore, evident that the cotton future 
contract is absolutely essential to the orderly and 
profitable conduct. of legitimate cotton business. In- 
deed, it is the very basis of that vast field of inter- 
ests comprised in the merchandising, the manufac- 
ture and even the production of cotton; for without 
freedom and security in the buying and selling of 
cotton, the cotton grower cannot recetye his due. 

The purpose of the Clark amendment to the tariff 
bill is to penalize, if not destroy, contracts for future 
delivery of cotton. The proposed tax would amount, 
as we have said, tu fifty cents a bale, or fifty dollars 
per hundred bales, a sum which one authority de- 
clares would be “as much as cotton merchants now 
expect to make as net profit on any of their transac- 
tions and certainly than apy 
merchant or firr cotton merchants in the 
country has averazed over a period of years.” The 
tax would thus be virtually destructive or the present 
right to secure pretective future contracts. 

The result of this would be twofold. In the first 
place, it would tenu to concentrate the power of pur- 
chasing cotton in the hands of a few large buyers, for, 
the dealer with onl, moderate resources could not af- 
ford to take the risk of a continually. fluctuating mar- 
ket, if he were deprived of.the “hedge” protection. In 
the next place, such dealers as remained in business 
would naturally discount the price they heretofore 
have paid the farmer and *hus at the farmer’s ex- 
pens. insure themselves against loss. 

In either event, it would be the cotton grower who 
would bear the brunt of this unjust tax. If a large 
number of small buyers are driven out of business, 


more cotton

ther2 will soon develop a powerful cotton monopoly 
that can hold both the farmer and the consumer at 
its mercy. And what a mockery it would be for a 
Democratic Congress to place in the very law which 
is designed to strike the fetters from individual en- 
terprise a provision that would inevitably foster a 
new and tyrannous trust! Even if a considerable 
number of small buyers remained in the market, 
they would, as we have said, deduct the future-con- 
tract tax from th price paid the producer. The 
merchant and the manufacturer would be sorely in- 
convenienced, if not deeply injured but the heaviest 
suffering, the ultimate burden of this tax would fall 
upon the Southern farmer. 

Something must be done, and done promptly, to 
avert the grave injustice with which all those inter- 
ests that depend upon the South's greatest crop are 
threatened. The Democratic caucus of the Senate, 
despite earnest anc logical appeals, has declined to 
reconsider its approval of the Clark amendment, so 
that the tariff bill will doubtless pass the Senate un- 
relieved of this dangtrous provision. But the cotton 
tax amendment, together with a nu aper of others 
that have been proposed in the Senate, must be 
accepted by the House before the bill becomes a law. 
There thus remain hope and opportunity for freeing 
an otherwise magnificent work of legislation from 
this disgraceful and vicious amendment. 

It is earnestly tr be hoped that the Democrats of 
the House will stand immovably against the tax 
which, should it be allowed to pass, would bring 
irreparable hardshi» to millions of farmers, and 
would damage every department of America’s cotton 
interests. If they will stand stanchly for what is 
wise and right in this issue and will urge their con- 
victions in subsequent committee conferences with 
the Senate, they can save the South and the common 
country from the consequences of this outrageous 
cotton tax. Let every Democrat in the House, and 
especially every Demccrat who represtnts the Seuth, 
fight relentlessly to the last ditch against)the Clarke 
amendment.

Better Fire Protection : 
iv! Bor the SmaHer Towns. 
There are cheering indications that business 
thought is at length awakening to the vital need of 
fire protection for small towns and rural districts. 
Particularly does the merchant, whether he be a 
wholesale dealer or a village storekeeper, realize the 
necessity for such a reform. Fire protection means 
credit protection; it means, indeed, the safeguarding 
of all those resources upon which tne security and 
progress of business depend. How appalling it is, 
therefore, that hundreds of communities the country 


over should be practically devoid of means for pre 


venting destructive fires! 

\ It is estimated that the annual fire loss in the 
United States amounts to two hundred and fifty 
million dollars, or something like six hundred and 
ninety thousand dollars’ each day. The staggering 
weight of this vast sum falls largely on towns and 
districts in which the means of fire protection are 
inadequate and in which, accordingly, insurance rates 
are very high. The annihilation of so much property 
is a fearful drain on the country’s wealth and en- 
ergy ana, in the long run, its resultant nardships are 
visited upon the people as a whole; for every fire 
represents a loss no‘ alone to the individual directly 
concerned but to the entire community. 

Hence the need of united effort in remedying the 
conditions to which thtse numerous and costly fires 
are due. It is distinctly to the credit of the South- 
ern Merchants Convention, which met last month in 
Atlanta, that its members laid especial stress on this 
subject. One of the most interesting and effective 
addresses of that occasion was made by Mr. Herbert 
E. Choate, of Atlanta, in answer to the question “Can 
a Merchant Afford to Imperil His Capital by a Fail- 
ure to Insure His Stock?” The speaker declared 
that the business which cannot pay for fire protec- 
tion “has no proper license to exist, for fire protec- 
tion is just as essentially a part of the cost of doing 
business as are the freight, the taxes or the rent 
you pay, and your, profits should be figured accord- 
ingly.’ The high rates of fire insurance in small 
towns and in the country are due naturally to the 
heavy risk entailed by lack of adequate provision 
for preventing and fighting fires. The only way to 
reduce these rates is to establish better means of 
protection. 

In this connection Mr. Choate offered specific and 
valuable recommendation. For one thing, said he, 
better buildings must be erected; “if not fire-proof, 
then of slow-burning construction, with brick walls 
and mill floors on heavy beams.” A comparatively 
inexpensive windmill device, as he showed, would 
make possible the use of sprinklers and hose and 
would be available for as many as half a dozen 
stores. Particularly to the point was that portion 
of the speakers address in which he said: 

But just as a beginning, I suggest that you 
get behind your municipal authorities and see 
that necessary provisions are made for the preven- 
tion of fires and for proper building restrictions; 
the requirement that such things as waste paper, 
straw and other inflammable materials be not 
allowed to accumulate on a person's premises, 
awaiting the carelessly thrown match or the va- 
grant spark; that oils, gasoline and other com- 
bustibles be so isolated or safeguarded as to 
minimize the chance of their taking fire; that at 
least some facilities for extinguishing a flame 
once started be provided. 

Persistent and co-operative effort among the busi, 
ness men will de a vast deal toward lessening the 
danger and reducing the number of fires; and such 
an accomplishment will mean the saving of millions 
of dollars’: worth of property and the lightening of 
one of the heaviest burdens our people now bear,

Narrow Tires Destroy Good Roads. 


One of the gravest causes of road destruction, ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts Highway Commission, 
is the heavy wagon with narrow tires. A road well 
built and regularly repaired will sustain a surprising 
amount of traffic in automobiles and light vehicles 
and will bear even the .heaviest loads, if they are 
property hauled. But a crushing weight on wheels 
which are narrowly tired grinds into the road sur- 
face, cuts away the binder and exposes the entire 


foundation of the highway to the steady ravage of 
wind and rain. 


The Commission recommends the 
enactment of a law requiring the use of tires suf- 
ficiently wide to prevent this damage. 

As an agricultura] State whose roads are sub- 
jected to particularly heavy strains, Georgia should 
profit by this suggestion. Our highways are con- 
structed primarily for the farmer's benefit. It is 
his interest that suffer most directly and most vi- 
tally when they are abused. He should, therefore, 
take the lead in seeing to it that the roads are given 
every possible protection; and he can render the 
best service in this connection by using tires of an 
adequate width on his wagons, 

Merchants and manufacturers also can do much 
to prevent road destruction by encouraging the pur- 
chase of wide tires. In one Georgia town there is a 
dealer who refuses to sell tires under a certain 
width and his influence has done much for the 
conservation of public roads in that county. Every 
merchant by explaining to his customers the im- 
portance of sufficiently wide tires will help greatly in 
this cause; for so soon as people realize the tre- 
mendous cost of carelessly destroying roads, they 
will be ready enongh to adopt economic methods. 

A number of States have passed laws regulating 
the width of tires in proportion to the weight of the 
loads to be carried. Georgia would do well to enact 
such a statute; it would end one of the Zreatest 
sources of wear and tear upon our highways and 


would protect the people to whose Interests good 
roads are most essettial.

During that hot wave last week when the sky was 
cloudless and a thirty-mile wind sent waves of heat 
through the cornfields and the mercury went up to 
109, there was an eight-day chautauqua held at our 
county seat. In addition to that, a circus came to 
our town on Thursday, We met folks from every part 
of the county, and from other states. We met former 
governors, congressmen, suffragists and jubilee sins- 
ers from the south. 

We listened to lectures given by men of national 
reputation, and we enjoyed the music furnished by 
bands as good as the best. We saw beardiess youths 
strolling around “among the tall trees in the glimmer 
of hundreds of electric lights, happy in the thought 
that their “Jane” was with them, and that the sup- 
ply of ice cream cones was adDundant. Women we saw 
who were dressed in tight-fitting skirts. Some of 
the dresses had bands or belts away up near the 
arm pits, other dresSes had the~belt line near the 
knees. Some of those dresses were made from pil- 
low casings, and one stout old lady’s dress looked 
large enough to use for a bedtick in case of emer- 
gency. 

There were things that made us sad and things 
that caused us to laugh until the tears trickled 
down our cheeks, but the saddest thing was the pessi- 
mist—the man with good health, with his barn bulg- 
ing with hay, his granary bulging with wheat and 
oats, the trees in his orchard bending with ripening 
fruit, money in the bank to pay for gasoline for his 
automobile. And yet the ungrateful old grouch was 
going about from place to place with his mouth look- 
ing like: a crack in a pumpkin, and his face looking like 
a cast-off sweatpad that had been used for a Sore- 
necked horse. 


It is the gospel truth that before the “showerlet” 
came on Sunday evening our corn crop was ready for 
the hospital. We now think that ten or fifteen bu- 
shels an acre is all that is left. The 800 acres of 
sweet corn grown by the canning factory was “can- 
ned” in the field. Yet, I cannot help but ridicule that 
poor old shrivel-faced, whining soul who pours his 
stories of distress into the ears of every one he 
meets until he causes his hearers to feel like they 
had been dieting for weeks om green apples and sour 
miik.

investigated profitably.” He first determined that the 
strains of connective tissue cells taken from animals 
of varying ages were activated according to their 
age—‘“the younger the animal that supplied the 
plasma, the greater the growth of the tissue.” When 
the plasma of an adult animal, whether fowl or dog 
was used, the connective tissue lived for several 
weeks, but its mass did not increase; after fifty-five 
days the fragments were no greater than on the first 
day. But when the juices of a young animal or em- 
bryonic juices were mixed with the medium, “the vol- 
ume of tissue increased with great rapidity,” and “Was 
so abundant that it had to be divided repeatedly,” By 
this means it was demonstrated that connective tis. 
sue which had lived in a glass jar for more than a 
year could greatly tncrease its mass in a short time, 
The cells, even of old animals, had not lost their vig.

The fragments of a chick embryo heart which 
had been pulsating in a glass jar for 104 days were 
Still alive after sixteen months of independent lite, 
and their rate of proliferation exceeded that of fresh 
connective tissue taken from an eight-days-old em- 
bryo chick. Dr. Carrel concludes: 

It appears, therefore, that time has no effect 
on the tissues isolated from the organism ahd pre- 
served by means of the technique described above. 
During the sixteenth month of life in vitro the 
cells increased rapidly in number and were able 
in a short time to produce a large quantity of new 
tissue. This fact, therefore, definitely 
strates that the tissues were not in 
survival, as. was the case in certain earlier ex- 
periments, but in a condition.of real life, since 
the cells of which they were composed, like micro 
organisms, multiplied indefinitely in the culture 
medium. . 

If this discovery can lead to the practical results 
foreshadowed in this and in Dr. ,Carrel’s earlier re 
port it may prove the most significant made in the 
history of medicine.—New York Times.

LEWIS TALKS OF HIS 
PROFIT-SHARING PLAN 


What E. P. Lewis of the McClure Ten 
Cent company, has to say along the line 
of the profit sharing plan his house es- 
tablished five years ago is interesting. It! 
would take a boek to hold the names of 
the customers of his house who have 
been tickled to death over the checks 
they received on July 1, and January 1, 
for goods bought during the six preced- 
ing months. “Our profit sharing plan is 
based on the amount of each customer's 
purchase, during the preceding six 
month of each year,” said Mr. Lewis, 
“and allows them from 1 per cent to 
5 per cent. The greater their purchase 
the larger the rebate. You buy goods 
from McClure company in lots from $25 
to $100 each week, and at the end of 
six months your business is run up and 
you receive a check from 1 per cent to 
5 per cent. If you have bought $100 
worth you still get your rebate if you 
have bought $500 worth you get a big- 
ger rebate, or $5,000 still bigger.”

GOV. O'NEAL EXPECTED 10 
HIT CONGRESSMAN HOBSON 


-|Reported He Will Issue Soon 


Hot Reply to Attack of His 
é Opponent 


(Special Dispatch to The Journal.) 
6.—Gov- 
ernor O’Neal gathered his political ad- 
visers together Friday and discussed 
with them the issuance of a reply to 
Congressman R. P. Hobson's charge that 
he appointed Henry D. Clayton United 
States senator as the successor of 
Joseph F. Johnston because he was 
commanded to do so by Charles Lewis, 
gai to be managing director of the Ala- 
bama forces of the Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers’ association . 

Conferences were held and the atack 
of Hobson was discussed, but no state- 
ment was given out. 

Friends of Governor O'Neal were caus- 
tic in their criticism of Congressman 
Hobson when they read his reply. to 
Governor O’Neal statement issud last 
month. Congressman Hobson charged 
that “the milk in the cocoanut is that 
in the whole controversy the governor 
was carrying out the orders of his mas- 
ters, the masters to whom he sold him- 
self and to whom he has tried so con- 
stantly to sell our bleeding state.” 

This statement is regarded as the 
most caustic reference ever made to a 
governor of Alabama. Another state- 
ment which may bring an interesting re- 
tort from Governor O'Neal is Hobson’s 
answer to charges that he had been ab- 
sent from roll call in congress enough 
to be considered guilty of neglect of 
duty. “True, I am not a chronic roll 
caller, a seat warmer, a _ cloakroom 
lounger, boozing around the capitol, tell- 
ing smutty jokes,’ said Congressman 
Hobson. “I say to the governor or any 
other man who deliberately makes this 
charge: ‘Produce your proof.’ ” 

Governor O’Neal’s reply may not be 
issued for several] days, but it will 
come. It is understood it will be short 
and will be only in reply to Congress- 
man Hobson's against the executive.

Few wo swim 
well have any conscious fear of 
water.

LIVE LIKE ADAM. 
(Special Correspondence. ) 


KOWHEGAN, Maine. — Joseph 
S Knowles, the Boston artist 
who went naked into the for- 


est to prove that a modern civilizea 
man “tan live like Adam, seems to 
be making good. Messages written 
by him on birch bark witn charcoal 
and left where a guide could find 
them have kept the outer world in 
touch with him. And the latest mis- 
sives show that he finished his sec. 
ond week in the woods without mis- 
hap, in good health, ana with many 
of his plans for lodging, clothing, 
food and hunting carrred out suc- 
cessfully. 

His most interesting adventure 
has been the killing of a bear with- 
out trap, gun, knife or spear. 

Knowles dug a pitfall in the woods 
by means of a rude wooden shovel 
roughly shaped with a stone axe. 
The pit was deep enough to keep a 
bear from climbing out, and covered 
with dead branches, leaves and moss, 
with fish placed on it for bait. 


A year-old “bear, drawn by the fish, 


crashed through amd was caught. 
Knowles found him there next mora- 
ing. But how to kill him? 


The artist prodded him with a 
pole for a while, then got a stout 
club and beat the bear over the head 
with it. He narrowly escaped fall- 
ing into the hole himself, but finaliy 
erushed the bear’s skuls. He lacked 
an instrument, however, to cut up 
and skin the -bear, and at last re- 
ports faced the problem of inveat- 
ing one. 

His chief implemenr, a little stone 
axe, was made by lashing a wedge- 
shaped stone to a stice py means of 
twisted: inner bark of a cedar tree. 
The axe is used to strip more bark, 
and with this material he has woven 
moccasins, a belt and a sort of chaps 
reaching to the waist and taking the 
place of trousers.

Recipe for English Omelet. 

“May I ask you to print your recipe for 
an Lnglish omelet? The one I refer to is 
your own, made without milk or flour, such 
as the majority of people use. I have al- 
ways made your kind, and in New Eng- 
land, where | lived, every one thought it 
a perfect omelet. A lady in that part of the 
country gave it to me, and I do not know 
of any one else who makes it except your- 
self. Although I know that the original is 
yours, 1 mean to give the recipe in my own 
words and tell just how | make it and serve 
it, for fear you might misunderstand me 
and give another set of directions. Beat 
the whites of the eggs wntil they will re- 
main in the dish when inverted, then add 
the beaten yolks. and salt and pepper to 
taste; turn the mixture into a spider fn 
which one or two tablespoons of butter 
have melted slowly. Place the spider on 
the stove, where it will heat gradually, or 
else on an asbestos plate with the gas 
turnedslow, s0.that the omelet will not 
scorch. Allow plenty of room in the pan 
for the omelet to rise. When nearly heated 
through, except, perhaps, an inch or eo of 
foam, fold together with a knife and turn 
en a platter. If turned carefully an edge 
of heated but soft foam. will outline the 
solid but light omelet. It can be served 
with a border of crisply fried bacon and 
garnished with parsiey {f liked. Some per- 
sons prefer a sprinkling of sugar over the 
omelet before folding, but I like to have 
each, add his own sweetening. In serving 
eut straight across the omelet and place 
some of the soft foam on top of each por- 
tion. _H.J.c.”

CANNED STRING BEANS.—Remove all 
strings ffom both sides of the beans, cut 
into inch lengths, put over the fire in 
enough Water io cover, and boil until ten- 
der, but not soft. Season with salt and 
pepper, take from the saucepan with a 
skimmer ahd put into scalded jars. Boil up 
the water in which the beans were cooked, 
skims it, and fill the jars with it to over- 
flowing. Seal immediately. 

CANNED CORN.—Select fresh sweet 
corn, take off husks and silk, cut the corn

Of course I am familiar with all the talk— 
Thad almost written twaddle—about break- 
ing a child's spirit and repressing hia indi- 
viduality. Those who preach this doctrine 
apparently lack the belief, which we who 
have haa children are not inclined to doubt, 
in original sin! We may talk about an inno- 
cent, pure little spirit, fresh from the hands. 
of God, and ina way this is true and beauti- 
ful. On the other hand there is the corre- 
sponding truth, put into terse words by 


into glass Jars, filling them to the top. Put 
on the covers and screw them loosely, ar- 
range the jars in a wash boiler on @ rack 
or on hay, pour around the jars enough eold 
water to come to the tops, and boil the 
water continucusly for three hours, renew- 
ing it as it cooks away, and keeping the 
boiler covered. When the time is up, take 
out the jars, see that they are screwed 
tightly, and keep in a dark, cool place. I 
always hesitate to give a recipe for can- 
ning corn, for it is a most difficult business 
and almost Impossible to accomplish with 
a security that the corn will keep. 

CANNED OKRA.—Boil young, tender 
pods of okra in salted water for twenty-five 
minu.es, checking the cookery before the 
pods become too softs Put Into jars and 
proceed as directed in canning beans.

Jelly Making Hints. 


“Iam one of the women who keep their 
own houses while rearing a family of chil- 
dren, and there is only one pair of hands, 
and those mother’s, to do all the work. 
Therefore I must practice strict economy 
at all times. I do every little thing I can 
to he'p the home along, as my husband's 
salary is not sufficient to meet all necessi- 
ties and allow a little luxury and pleasure 
besides. I’ make most of my pin money by 
selling home made jellies, marmalades, 
jams, pickles, and other delicacies, and it 
is on this line that I come to you, offering 
some suggestions to your Corner, if I may. 
As a result of home experience I find that 
in place of lemon juice in peach jelly or any 
other kind of jelly, jam, marmalade, or pre- 
serve, two or three green tomatoes cooked 
with the fruit answer the same purpose as 
the lemons and are better when these are 
60 costly. Or where the green tomatoes 
are not to be had a few apples combingd 
with the peaches will answer the purpose— 
that is, make the jelly firm. This is my 
method when I havelittle to buy fruit with: 
For peach jelly I first ean the peaches, then 
to about two gallons of the peelings I add 
about half a gallon of apples or the green 
tomatoes and a handful of peach leaves to 
strengthen the peach flavor, and proceed as 
with any other jelly. If the fruit is pale 
in color, then one or two very red tomatoes 
may be added, which gives the jelly a bril- 
liant yellowish red hue. Let me addthatno 
tomate flavor can be detected in the fin- 
ished product; neither do the peach leaves 
give any bitterness. I make and sell suc- 
cessfully all sorts of jellies and have al- 
ways the largest demand for peach. in 
making apple jelly I simply quarter the 
fruit, because when the seeds and stems 
are cooked in they make the Jelly a beau- 
tiful deep red. After my fruit for jelly is 
cooked I always mash it through a colan- 
der with a wooden spoon, then iet it drip. 
More juice is obtained by this method and 
it drips more quickly. I strain first through 
@ flannel sack, then Just before putting it 
on the fire I straimit through a hag of heavy 
domestic or flannel. Ali my friends compli- 
ment me on my ‘ knack" for cooking, as 
they call it, and I sincerely hope these ideas 
Thay be of some benefit to those of your con- 
stituents who must practice economy as I 
do co

Cucumber Cold Cream. 


“Can you kindly tell me how to make a 
cucumber cold cream? I have so many cu- 
cumbers in my garden and I hear the preps- 
ration is fine for whitening the skin.

I give a recipe which has been handed to 
me. I do not vouch for it, als I have never 
tried it. It consists of four ounces of al- 
mond oll, an ounce each of spermaceti and 
white wax and two ounces of cucutnber 
Juice. Put all ingredients except the juice 
in a double boiler and warm until they can be 
creamed together; then add the cucumber 
juice and stir until well blended. The cu- 
cumber juice is secured by selecting cucum- 
bers ripe enough for table use; cut and chop 
them fine and extract the Juice by squeezing 
as you would fruit for jelly. Perfume with 
a little violet extract. If any of our readers 
know a better recipe, for which she can 
vouch, I shall be glad to print it. The man- 
ufacture at home of celd creams ise rather 
delicate performance, requiring skill and 
practice,and Iam afraid that if I had a gar- 
den full of cucumbers I would be more dis- 
posed to convert them Into pickles, relishes, 
and catsup than to make them into cold 
creams and lotions!

David Crockett once said in a 
playful spirit of boasting that he 
could “jump the Mississippi, swim 
‘Niagara Falls, eat six men without 
salt, and hug a grizzly bear.” He 
alleged that he was ‘“‘half horse, halt 


alligator, and a little mixed with the 
snapping turtle.” 

» The Mexicans didn’t believe him. 
After a certain little affair at the 
Alamo, they did. Perhaps it is the 
memory of the dead men bankeo 
high around old Davy Crockett as 
he went down with his back to the 
wall that day; perhaps it is the 
shade of San Jacinto; perhaps the 
legend of what happened to Santa 
Anna; but at any rate, the name of 
Texas is the name of fear to a Mex: 
ican. 

One reason of the Mexic fear ol 
Texas is the sight thae meets their 
eyes every time they lamp the north. 
ern boundary.of their country. There 
are 40,000 American soldiers camp- 
ed along the border, men who are 
itching to cross the Rio Grande and 
take a swipe at the little brown men. 

And not the least of these are the 
Texas rangers. The mere threat of 
sending a posse of them across the 
border brought action from Mexico 
in the case of Dixon, the American 
who was shot. Oldknow says that 
it was a crew of 100 ‘Texas cow- 
punchers who causes’ the fall of 
Juarez. While the federals heid 
the city, these lean jawed cowboys 
battered their way into town in a 
midnight attack. The Mexicans 
thought a monster rebel army was 
knocking at the gates of the city, 
and lost no time in getting out the 
other way. 

So if, perchance, you are down 
Mexico way, either tell them you 
are a British peer or halt rrom Waco. 
Perhaps the latter would be safest.

If you don’t tell them that, you 
are in for trouble. Mr. Oldknow 
says they will insult you, and you'd 
better be insulted wrinout quibbling 
about it. That proverbial chip is 
out of place on an American's shoul- 
der in Mexico. 

Oldknow tells of a friend of his, 
a young American. His jaws were 
slapped by a vagrant rebel. ‘The 
American winced and went his way. 
He preferred to bear the sting of a 
Mexican’s palm than to feel three 
inches of steel between his shoulder 
blades. 

Besides seeing a reali battle Mr. 
Oldknow saw a real general, also a 
colonel. General Villa and, Colone: 
Ortego were the gentlemen.
